They went 
down into the woods near by the church and came 
to where Frank Syms was waiting, it seems, 
for his father to come. He arose and addressed 
Rodgers thus: “Yon cursed my father yesterday for 
ad—d old s—nofab—h, andIcan whip you,” 
and thereupon pulled off his coat and so did old 
man TomSyms. Rodgers then drew his pistol! and 
fired upon Frank and then upon old man Tom: 
Frank fell at Rodgers’ first fire. Then McNorrill 
commenced firing upon old man ‘tom Syms. He 
felland wassbot to death by McNorrill and Birt 
Kodgers. Duff Syms, another son of Mr. Tom 
Syms, was standing by, and Jonn T. Cox com- 
menced firing upon him, and he run away, receiv- 
ing four sbotS in his baek and arm, After Frank 
fell it was thought he was dead, but he was only 
shot in the spinal column and paralyzed. He died 
about three weeks after the difficuity from his 
wound. Thisis the evidence of thestate so far. It 
was further proven that McBean church is the 
usual place of worship of the Syme’s, 
and that the Kodgers family hardly ever 
came theirto worship. It wasshbown in the pre- 
liminary investigation that Fravk Syms was not 
only armed, but drew his pistol first while lying in 
ambush for Rodgers and shot first, Rodgers return- 
ed the fire with effect. Old man Tom Syms tben 
jumped on Brit Rodgers and commenced to beat 
himin the face and it was while he was so doing 
Brit shot him through the bowels.

There i8 trouble in artistic and wsthetic 
eircies. Mr. Lawrence Barrett, tragi-com 
edian. and Mr. George H. Boker. poet, are in 
a state of wrang!e and contention bordering 
on bloody controversy. We have alluded to 
Mr. Boker as a poet.

LEGAL IN ‘T ELL IGENC EE. 

Yesterday in the city court an interesting 
ease came up that presented some new nuts 
for the supreme court to crack. 

The case sounded, ‘Matilda Dorsey against 
the city of Atlanta, and was an action for 
damages for injuries sustained by the plain- 
tift. a colored woman, tm falling through a 
window-grating hole on Fort street. The 
woman was attending a funeral, and was ina 
procession of the “Mutual Aid’’ society at the 
time of the accident. Evidence was submit- 
ted to prove that she had sustained the inju- 
ries as charged, but Captatn Newman, coun- 
sel for the city, proved that she wasa married 
woman at the time she sustained the injury, 
and at the time she get the suit. There- 
fore he moved the court to nonsuit the 
plaintill, because the right of action in acase 
of this sort was with the husband of the 
plaintift, and not with the plaintiff at all. 
The court sustained the motion. Captain 
Milledge, for the plaintiff, therefore moved 
the court to amend the declaration by insert- 
ing the name of the husband ‘of the 
plaintiff and the court ruled that he had lost 
his time for making new parties. Therefore 
the case was dismissed. Captain Milledge 
now proposes to carry the casé io the supreme 

court for the purpose of determi ning whether 
or not Judge Dorsey wes right in deciding 
that a married woman had no right to sue in 
her own name fora personal injury. This is 
a question of much importance in thestate of 
Georgia, because it will not only refer to 
municipal cases, but to railroad and 
al other cases relating to personal 
injuries. Itis said that if it is established 
thata married woman must secure the con- 
sent of her husband to bring these cases, that 
fewer of them will be brought in the future. 
There isonly one case bearing yon the subject 
where the plaintiff is sustained. That is an 
Illinois decision. There it was decided that 
the right of the wife was property, and that 
she could maintain the action, and that the 
busband could not prevent her without re- 
sorting to the process of law.
